Knee Deep In June 
The development and publicity commission that’# 
calling attention to Ohio's strong points will have a 
golden opportunity for the next few weeks.

Nosebleed Can Be 
BY HERMAN N. BUNDKSEN. M. D. 
MOST of ue think of nosebleed m 
connection with a childhood scuffle 
or a minor accident because these 
are the way s in which we ourselves 
have experienced it. 
But though noeebleed is usually a 
trivial condition, it can be serious. 
The cause» of nosebleed are 
many . They range from slight in­ 
juries to certain grave disorders of 
the blood such as * hemophilia or 
leukemia. Fortunately , these disease» 
are rare and most nosebleeds are 
due to much more trifling causes. 
In children, for instance, bleeding 
is frequently due to the bad habit 
of picking the nose. Enlarged ade­ 
noids also make for nosebleed and 
sometimes the injections of child­ 
hood, such as measles and chicken- 
pox, are accompanied by bleeding 
from the noee. 
Severe Nosebleed 
In older people, severe nosebleed 
may be one of the first signs of can­ 
cer of the nose or nasal sinuses, ui 
It may indicate the presence of tu­ 
mors of other sorts. 
Those tumors, made up largely 
of blood vessels, are particularly 
prone to cause heavy bleeding. The 
most common location of bleeding 
from the nose is the lower part of 
the septuto In most instances, it m 
easy to lee Ute point from which 
the blood Is eoming. and. often, 
putting pressure on the area is suf­ 
ficient to stop the bleeding. Hus 
pressure is applied by holding the 
whole of the sejt part of the noee 
between the finger and thumb and 
keeping it firmly pressed together 
lor at least five minutes 
Where it is necessary to call a

phy sician, he may apply a piece of 
cotton soaked in epinephrine to the 
area for fifteen minute« . This will 
stop the bleeding temporarily - It 
also shrinks the lining membrane 
so that the small veins can be dis­ 
tinctly seen.

points can be burnt or cauterized 
with heat, chronic acid, or silver 
nitrate. 
The patient should not lie down 
on his back while the nose is Weed­ 
ing, If he does, the swallowed Wood 
will cause him the additional dis­ 
comfort of faintness and sickness of 
the stomach.

New Rules Govern 
All Septic Tanks 


The Columbiana county board of 
health has p assed an ordinance 
mak ing it illegal to build or move 
an outside toilet, a sep tic tank , or 
other sewage disp osal devices un­ 
less an ap p lication has been filed 
and a p ermit issued by the health 
dep artment. 
A member of the health dep art­ 
ment will insp ect the site for a 
sep tic tank , and in most cases, the 
sp ot for a toilet. 
Printed instruc­ 
tions and p lans will be furnished. 
The owner of a sewage system is re­ 
quired to notify the dep artment be­ 
fore covering and an insp ector will 
view the construction. 
The county board of health also 
adop ted a p lumbing code and reg­ 
ulations. 
The board will give written and 
p ractical examinations at Intervals 
for ap p lications 
for 
licenses 
as 
p lumbers’ help ers, journeymen, and 
master p lumbers. 
A health insp ector will insp ect 
all p lumbing installed in any build­ 


ing in Columbiana county after the 
p roject is comp leted and an ap p li­ 
cation for insp ection is filed. 
A 
state law requires a small fee for 
each ap p lication. 
A p lumbing in­ 
sp ector will be ap p ointed by July I.
